| HE llluſtrious Houſe of. Auſtria, having 

the largeſt extent of Dominions among 

the European Princes, I have thought fit 

to begin with that. This Houſe owes its 

Original to the Earls of Habsburg ; whom a late 

Writer derives from the | Counts of Mount Aver.- 

tine, of the ancient Perleonian Family ; which was 

formerly of the greateſt Repute and Authority of 
any in Rome; and had its Seat on Mount Aventine. 
Alberts Dives Anicius Perleonins, a perſon De- 
ſcended of the ſaid Family, was driven out of Rome, 
An. 1144+ by the Arnaldiſtich Hereticks, together 
with his Brother Rudolphy in defence of the Robe 
See. Whereupon he travelled into Switzerland, and 
there married the Daughter of Pernerws, laſt Earl 
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This Albertus Dives Anicius was Great Grand- 
father to Rudolph the fourth Earl of Habsburg, the 
firſt German Emperour of the Anzctan Perieonian 


«Family.

This Rudo/ph the firſt, was the Common Father 
of the Auſtrian Family, born May 1. 1218. He 
was elected Emperour 4», 1273. by the unanimous 
.conſent of the Princes of the' Empire, and crowned 


"the ſame year at Arx /a Chapelle, and at a Diet held 


at Ausburg An. 1282, he had Auſtria ſettled on his 
eldeſt Son Albert (who was firſt Duke of Auſtria) 
and Schwaben on Rudolph, his youngeſt Son. Philzp 
the Firſt, deſcended from Albert, was born An. 
1478. and An. 1496. he married the Princeſs Fohan- 
014, eldeſt Daughter and Heireſs to his Catholick 
Majeſty, Ferdinand of Spain; in whoſe right, he 
immediately became potſeſt of the Kingdoms of 
Caſtile and Arragon. 

- He bad for his Sons. Charles the Fifth, and Ferd;- 
nand the Firſt ; betwixt which two Princes, there 
was a diviſion made of the Provinces, when the 
Houſe of - Auſtria became likewiſe divided into- the 
"Spaniſh and German Lines.

At the four Corners there are four Turrets of ex- 
cellent Workmanſtip', and for height Majeſtical. 
Towards the North is the Kings Palace. On the 
South parts divers - beautiful and ſumptuous Galle- 
rics, and on the Eaft part ſundry Walks and Gar- 


dens, very pleafing and delightful. It contains in all | 


thirty ſeven Courts and: Cloiſters, Eleven thouſand 
Wir. dows, Eight hundred Pillars, and is indeed a 
moſt noble Structure. . There are in it Seven Com= 


munities, ſeven Priors, and a Grand Prior.  The- | 


Revenue 1s above Thirty thouſand Crowns per 
annum ; and there is a Library. in. it, containing a- 
bove Eighteen thouſand Books, and among them a 
great many Arabick Manuſcripts. 

" Toledo is the Capital City of New Caſtile, being 
Gtuate near the midſt of Spain, on the River Tagus. 
_ Tt's about Four Mites in compaſs, and is well forti« 


xceautified- with a good number of ſtately. 
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" Edifices; and by reaſon of its ſituation in the midit 


of Spazn, it's well inhabited both by Nobility, Mer- 
chants and <cholars, beſides ſuch Soldiers and their 
Officers who are continually Garrifon'd i it. It's 
alſo honoured with the Sze of an Archbiſhop, who is - 
the Metropolitan of Spain, and Prelident for. the 
moſt part, of the Inqus/ition, having a Revenue of 
Three hundred thouland Crowns per annum, and 
Seventeen other Towns under-his Juriſdiction, both 
12 Spirituals and Temporals, 
Granada is the Capital City of the Kingdom” 
call'd by that name, whoſe whole Circuit is ſaid to be 
Seven Miles ; it having contain'd in the time "of the 
Moors Two hundred thouſand Souls, and where the 
Houſes of the beſt fort are, for the moſt part, 
built of Free-ſtone, with delicate and artificial 
Maſonry , ſhewing their Magnificence, | 
'Sevil, the Capital City of Andaluſia, inthe King- 
dom of Corduba, is look'd upon by ſome to be the 
faireſt City of all Spain. It is in compaſs fix Miles, 
divided into two parts by the River Betis, on which 
it's ſeated ; but joined together by a ſtrong and 
beautiful Bridge z the whole environed with beauti- 


1 ful Walls, and adorned with many. magnificent and- 
ſtately Buildings z as Palaces, Churches and Mona- 


ſteries. It has a flouriſhing Univerlity , adorned

Now allowing as many Women in the 
City as:'Men, it makes Three hundred thouſand, and 
allowing all under Sixteen Years of .Age in- the 
City to . equal in number the Men and Women, it 
makes Six hundred thouſand, not counting de- 
crepid perſons, which make a Sixth Part of Man- 
kind, nor all thoſe perfons who adhering to the Vice- 
roy, never followed Maſanzello. Scarce any Coun- 
try of Europe may be preferred beſore the King- 
dom of Naples for its Beauty, and excellency of 1ts 
Soil, and its great plenty of generous Wines, Fruits 
and Corn, or what elle may afford - Delight and 
Pleaſure. 1 | 

I may add in the laſt place, that beſides Bruſſels 
in the Low-Conntries, a well peopled Town Four 
Miles in. compaſs, and Ghent, the greateſt City of 
all the Necher/ands, the: Birtheplace of Charles the 
Fifth, who. finding the Inhabitants inclined to Sedi, 

tion,” built there the firſt Cittadel, which ws built 
in "Europe: the King of Spain has two-confiderable” 
Towns in America. In the Southern Divifionof it, 
Lima was of later years the chief Town (but fince 
ruined by an Earthquake) though formerly Cuſco 
was - the chief Town, this- being-+the aqcient Seat- 
Royal of the Ingas, . or Peruvian Emperors, -(the 
word Inga ſignifying an Emperor, / as >Capa nga, = 
by which name thzy imes Called:them, the only 
Emperor) Who, the more to beagtifiethis City, come ___. 
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' _ manded every one of the Nobility to build here a- 
Palace for their continual Abode. The Emperor's 
Palace, now - defaced, was ſeated on a lofty Monn- 
tain, and built of ſuch huge and maſly Stones, that 
the Spanzards thought it” rather, to have been the 
Work of Devils than of Men. The ſpacious Mar- 
ket-place there has been always eſteemed as the 
_ greateſt and moſt regular found in any Town of 
America: its Figure 18 ſquare, and at its Angles, it 
ves opening to four great Roads, tending in a 
reight Line towards the four principal parts of the 
World, and io the moſt confiderable Provinces of 
the Empire of Peru, made by the 1ngas of a vaſt 
length and breadth with a moſt mcredible Charge 
and Pains for the uſe of their Subjects. To ay a. 
little of the Riſe of the Peruvian Monarchs, Dr. Hey- 
ln tells us, that the Peruvians were. generally go- 
verned by the Clnef of their Tribes, as _in all Coun= 
tpies. elſe, where neither the Arms of Foreigners, 
nor the Ambition of- ſome few of the Natives had- 
diminiſhed any thing of thoſe natural Rights ; nor 
fabject to any one Supreme,-till theſe later times, the 
I»gas of Peru growing into their Greatneſs but a 
little before their Fall. Their Territory at firſt was. 
not above Five or Six Leagues in compals, ſituate in . 
that. part of - the 'Country. where Cuſco now ſtands. 
They were'oppos'd at their firſt Encroachments by. 
their: Neighbaurs, and had *not prevail'd to their 
Greatneſs, had they not uſed the Policy (however 
they got it) which has been uſed by many in theſe. 
parts. of the "World, -in Imitation of- the Truth, 
conveyed down to us- by Moſes and the Prophets, 
from Noah and the Patrzarchs, For the Ingds gave. 
out that-thewr Family had not-only-.heen the Sem . 
nary rome which, Mankind came, but- the. Authors:. 
._ of. that Religion.alſo, which was then m uſe ;-par- 
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ticularly that the whole Earth had been deſtroyed by b 


a 'Doluge, except only ſeven perſons,” who*tad hid + | 
themſelves in a Cave, called Paricambo, ' where 
having liv'd in ſafety till the Fury'of the Waters had 
been aſſwaged, they came abtoad at laſt, "and re- 
peopled the Country. That Viracocha the Creator, 
and great God of Nature, had appear'd to one of 
them, and taught him how, and with what -Rites 
he would be worſhipped ; which Rites were alter- 
wards received over all Peru: and finally, that the 
ſame Viracocha had appeared lately to the Chief of 
their Family, aſfuring him, that he would aid him 
with invifble Forces againſt all theiv Enemies, This 
ſoon gained Belief among thoſe Barbarians, and 
drew many to take part with the 11pas, whereby 
they became victorions. This is ſuppoſed to-have 
happened Four hundred years before the Spaniards 
put an end to this flouriſhing Kingdom, An. 1533» 
within which time they had brought. all the Coun- 
try, which we now ca'l Peru, and many of the ad- 
jacent Provinces under theiv Dominion. The Ingas- 
were much reyerenced by their Subjects, and fo faith- 
fully ſerved, that never any of their Subjects were - 
fonnd guilty of Treaſon: nor wanted they good: - 
Arts whereby to indear their Subjects, to keep them 
out of leiſure to foment new Factions. The way- : 
of Indearment was by the fair and ſatisfactory Dt- 
ſtributiog of the Spoils gotten in the Wars, whether - . } 
Lands or Goods; all which they divided into three- 
parts, allotting the firſt unto the Service of The : - 
Gods ; the ſecond-for the maintenance of the King, 
his Court, and Nobles ; the third to the relief of 
the common People. When there was no Cauſe *+ 
of Wars, they kept the People bufied in-Works of 
Magnificence, as building of Palaces in every one } 
of ' the conquered Provinees, whish ſerved not- only © | 


* AFortsto affure the Conqueſt, .but were employed 
as Store-Houſes to. lay up Proviſions: to be diftri-- 
buted. among the People in times of Dearth. Bat 
that:which was the Work- of greateſt Trouble, and 
- - Chiefeſt Uſe,. was -the Croſs ways that they made 

all over the Country, the one upon the Mountains, 
the other on the- Plains , extending Five hundred 
Leagues in length; a Work to be preferred. before 
any of Rome and Egypt , for they were forced to 
raiſe the Ground in many places to the height of- the 
Mountains, and to lay the Mountains level with the 
flatteſt Plains, to cut through ſome Rocks, and- 
ungerprop. others that were ruinous, to make even. 
Tuch Ways as were uneafie, and ſupport the Prect- 
pices, and in the Plains to vanquiſh fo many Diffi- 
cultiecs, as. the uncertain Foundation of a ſandy.

Royalty. They. ordered alſo. that all ſuch as repaired - 
to Cuſco, the Imperial City, ſhould -be attired ac+ 
cording to their own Country Faſhion, ſo to prevent 
thoſe Leagues and Afﬀociations, which otheewile, 
without any.Notice, or Obſervation, might be made 
amongſt them; and many ſuch politick Inſtitutions 
were by theng devis'd, ;

Tribes till the year 1322, that Acamapit;z!s was e-Jj by 
le&ed the firſt King ; who with his Succeſſors en-Þ þ; 
croach'd upon their Neighbours, till the year 1 $02, 
when Montezuma the Second came to be their tenth 
King, who in the Eighteenth Year of his Reign was 
ſubdued by Cortez, and the City was taken, ſacked 
aid burnt by the Spaniards, affitted by many Con- 
tederates of that Country, Arguſt 13.

| Oward the fatter end 'of the eleventh 
Century, A/phonſs the Sixth, King of 
Caſtile, had very frequent and bloody 
Wars with the Moers, in which a cer- 
fkain Prince, named Henry, deſcended (as foms ſay) 
from the Houſe of Burzu2dy, (as others) from that 
of Lorain, was chiefly ignaliz2d for his Valour, and 
good Seryices to the Crown. King 4/phonſfo in re- 
ward of this Mzrit, gave him Forge: then lately 
recovered from the Moors, under the Title of an 
Earldom, together with his Daughter Tereſa to 
Wife ; yet with this condition, that he ſhould con. 
tinue a Vaſdal-to Caſtile. This Prince's Son was 
Alphonſo the Firſt, who throwing off the Spaniſt 
Yoke, and having ſubdyed ſeveral petty Kings 
Moors, cauſed himſelf to be proclaimed King of 
Portugal in the year 1139. His great Grandfon 4f 
Phonſo III. King of Portugal, had Algarve given 
him in Dowry with his Queen, the Princeſs 
Beatrix, Diughter of Aiphonſo RK. King of Caſtile, 
whence the eldelt Son of Portugal is always called 
Prince of A'garve. Of this Family the preſent 
King of Portugal is deſcended. Indeed Philzp IT. 
King. of Spain, on ſome pretences, mide himſelf 
Malter of the Kingdom of Portuga!/ by Force of 
Arms, 4. 1580, but 'twas again lo't by his Grand- 
fon A. 1640; for the Portugeſe, actually rejecting 
the Spaniſia Yoke, ele Fobn, | Duke of Bra- 
g4nza, deſcended, as above, to be their King ; in 
whole Line the Kingdom continues, Whit particu- 
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larly contributed to the Renunciation' the Portugueſe 
made to the King of Spain, 4. 1640, was the per.

Savoy, Duke of Nemours. She was born Fune 21. 
1648, and after ſixteen months living with Don A/- 
Phcnſo, ſhe obtained a Declaration of Nullity of 
ber Marriage with him, and retired to a, Claiſter. And 
A. 1669, Don Alphonſo was depoſed, as judged in- 
capable either of a ſecond Marriage, or of the'Go- 
verument, and ſent the year following to the Ter» 
cera Iſland, where he died in the year 1683. Now 
the preſent King upon his Brother Alphonſc's being 
depoſed, was preſently declared Prince Regent, and 
after his death King of Portugal; and by a Diſpen- 
(ation, from the Pope, married his Sifter-in-Law a- 
bovementioned. The Cardinal Deacon, Lous de 
Vendome, in quality of univerſal Legat, 4 Larere 
gave them the Diſpenſation under Pope C/e- 
ment IX. Abbot Bon-Filz, the Secretary to the 
Legation, has ſet forth the particulars, and the Con- 
ferences he had with his Holsneſs, at the end of the 
Tranſaction.

IL He bears Argent , five Eſcutcheons Azure, 
placed Crofs-wiſe, each charged with as many Be- 
ſants of the firſt, placed in Saltier, and pointed 
Seb/e for Portuga!.

Haalon, 
made King of Perſia by Occata, the Great Cham of 
Taxtary, A. t260, This Tartarian Dynaſty ended 
alſo in Perſia with the Race of Tamerlane; and the 
ſeventh Dynaſty of the Turcoman, or Armenian 
Race began in V//an Caſſanes, A. 1472, he being

And this was the firſt ſtep by which this 
baſe and beggarly Nation, began their Empire and 
Sovereignty ; whereas before they liv'd like Beaſts, 
having neither Letters, Faith, nor dwelling but in 
Tents, nor any thing befitting Men. Some write 

that Cing:s before he joyn'd Battle with th? King of 
Tenduc conſulted with his Divines and Aſtrologers 
of the Succeſs, who taking a green Reed, cleft it 
aſunder, and on one piece writ the name of -Cingss, 
and on the other the name of the King'of Tendue, and 
plac'd them not far aſunder, and then fell to reading 
their Charms and Conjurations; whereupon the Reeds 
fell a lighting, in the fight of the whole Army, the 
Reed of Cings overcoming the other, whereby they 
foretold the joyful News of Victory to the Tarfrars ; 
which pep ont no hapned, But whether this {cems not 
a Story contriv'd in imitation of the Rod 'of Moſes, and 
" thoſe of Pharao's Magicians, I leave.it to Confide- 
ration, From the foreſaid Cingss, the preſent Cham, 
or Emperour 'of Grand Tartary and China 1s de- 
ſcended. The moſt famous of all the Chams-of 
Tartary was the Great Tamerlane, who Reign'd a- 
bont the.year 1370. he being thought to have fub- 
dued more Provinces in hislite time than the Romans

The account of the preſent Emperour of. the A/i- 
atick Tartars and of China ſtands thus. ' 4. 1644. 
a Chineſe. -call'd Lycungus revolted againſt the Em- 
perour of China call ZXunchiur, debated many of 
his-Generals, and ſurpriz'd the Town of Pekng. 
Fhe Emperour for fepr of falling into the Hands of 
the Rebels, ran into the Garden of his Palace, and ' 
fleeing himſelf purſued, hung himſelf on a Tree. | 
Some time before, he had fent a conſiderable Army 
againſt the Tartary, who had made ſome Incurſions 
into China : Uſangus, who commanded it, hearing 
all what had 0; Tint to defire the Tartars ta joyn 
with him, and to march together againſt the Rebels. 
Rungtenus the King of the Tartars accepted the pro- 
politien, and came to him with eighty thouſand 
Horſe, which were followed by about two hundred 
thouſand Foot. - As ſoon as the Tartars ſaw themſelves 
the ſtronger, they made Ufangus and his Troops to 
ſhave themſelves hke the Tartars,and went ſtraight to 
Peking, which Lycimpgus had forſaken, after-having 
pillag'd it of all the Treaſures of the Emperours of 
Ching, Jungteus the King of the Tartars died on 
the way, and leſt but one Son, fix years of Age. The 
Tartars own'd bim for their Emperour, and after 
having Crown'd hin ſecond Emperour of China by 
the name of 'Zunchius, they purſued their Enter- | 
prize under -the Conduct of Awmavangus, his Uncle 
and Tutor ; and in ſeven years they perfected the 
Conqueſt of almoſt the, whole Empire, and defeated 
many. Princes of the Royal Houfe ; whothad been 
Crown'd in diflerent Provinces. This Emperour 
R&unechius died Feb. 6.1661, and had for Succeflor - 
ku San, only eight years of &ge» He ordered dy- 


ing that his Mother and Grandmother ſhquld” have the 
care of his Education till he were: Major ; and that 
| the State ſhould be Govern'd by four Mandarin, ' or 
great Lords of the Tartars. - He: was. call'd then 
Hei, but fince he has aſcended the Throne, he. has 
caus'd himſelf to be call'd Tanchs. He "Reigned 
peaceably till the beginning of the year” 1674, that 
the foremention'd Uſangus, ſeeing the Deſolation of - 
his Country, and being in ſome power, as being

MOROCCO and FEZ. 

I. OT to go farther. for the Riſe of the 
Emperors of Fez and Morocco, a Fa- 

mily of them, called the. Beni-Mers- 

ns or Merine Family; begun in Facob 

Ben- Joſeph, A. 1270, who held their 'Reſidence | at 
Fez, as the firſt Seat of their Empire ; Morocco be- 
ing then governed by an Under-King ; and the reſt 
of the Provinces of the Kingdom cantoned into fe- 
veral States. Now it happened about the year 1 5e8, 
that Mahomee Ben Amet,.a Native of Dora, 1n the 
farther Numidia, pretending a Deſcent from their 
Prophet Mahomet, cauled himſelf to be called Xe- 
riffe, a Name by which the. Kindred and Succefſors 
of that impoſtor uſed to call themſelves : and being 
a poor Hermite only (which fort of pretended Saints 
have often impoſed on this People) plotted to make 
his Sons the chief Princes of Maur:zania. To this 
end-he ſent them to Meccha, whence they returned 
with ſuch an Opinion of Sanctity, that Mahomer, the 
then King of Fez, made Amer, the elder of them, 
Governor of the famous College of Amaidorach, 
and the: youngeſt, called Mahomert; Tutor to his 
Children. In thoſe days the Poreugueſe greatly itt» 
felted the Provinces of the Realm of Morocco ;to 
repreſs whoſe Infolences, Mahomet and 4met ob- 
tained Commiſſions, though much oppoſed therein 
by Maley, the King's. Brother, who told him, that 
under colour of: Religion,. they might. quickly raiſe 
themſelves to a power, and how unſafe it was to truſt 
a1 .arm'd Hypocriſie. But this Counſel was rejecte:
